NEW YORK. May I. — A Pitts­ 
burgh group offered today to pay 
a -million dollar reward for the cap­ 
ture of Adolf Hitler, 
unhurt, 
but 
specified that the German fuehrer 
must be delivered into the custody 
of the League of Nations before the 
end of May. 
Samuel Harden Church, president 
of the $28,000,000 Carnegie insti­ 
tute, announced the offer on behalf 
of an unnamed group, which he 
said was acting “in good faith.” in* 
a letter to the New York Times. 
Post-W ar Schemes Retailed 
The 
unusual 
proposal 
biought 
back recollections of a daring post- 
World war scheme of a group of 
American soldiers 
to 
kidnap the 
G erman kaiser from his refuge in 
Holland. 
In his letter, Church said that 
Hitler should 
be 
delivered 
“for 
trial before a high court of justice 
for his crimes against the peace 
and dignity of the world.” 
Church said in a telphone inter­ 
view with The Times th a t the pro­ 
posal had been discussed for lOine 
time among some members of the 
Duquesne club of Pittsburgh after 
private advices reached them saying 
Hitler planned an attem pt to breek 
through on the western front soon. 
Shortly after the armistice of 1918 
a 
band of 
Americans 
who had 
served with the A, E. F., among 
them Col. Luke Lea of Tennessee 
and Larry MacPhail, now president 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers, secretly 
entered Holland and travelled to 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s “haven.” 
Entered Kaiser’s Home 
According to legend surrounding 
the adventure, which the 
partici­ 
pants were reluctant to discuss in 
later years, the party actually en­ 
tered Wilhelm’s 
home. 
but 
fled 
when surprised by Dutch guards. 
Complaints were made with the 
state departm ent and Lea and his 
comrades were placed under mili­ 
tary arrest. Disposition of the case 
never was revealed, but all were 
released. 
Church said his group was not 
over-optim istic about its chances of 
achieving its end, but it thought the 
possibility was worth encouraging. 
“I believe in my heart,” he con­ 
tinued. "that Mr. Hitler should be 
held as the common enemy of m an­ 
kind, and brought to justice accord­ 
ingly.” 
Church is a retired vice president 
of the pennsylvania railroad and 
an officer of the French Legion of 
Honor.

British Sub Reported “Lost” 


<In connection w ith th e observ­ 
ance of H ospital day May 12, th is 
series of articles 
briefly 
tells 
of 
the developm ent of hospital service 
and m edicine from th e early days 
until the present.) 


W ith the advent of C hristianity 
the tem ple hospitals ol G reece and 
Rome were 
abandoned. 
In 
their 
stead cam e sep arate buildings used 
exclusively for th e care of 
tire 
ill, 
but still under th e supervision of 
the church. 
Tile records of th is period tell of 
the founding of hospitals by wealthy 
donors, who th u s did honor or pen­ 
ance to God as they becam e C hris­ 
tians. 
By 500 A. D. m ost of the larger 
towns In the R om an 
em pire had 
“C h ristian ” hospitals. 
T he teaching and the theories of 
H ippocrates w aned d uring tile early 
C hristian centuries since they were 
regarded as belonging to a pagan 
period. 
The m edical practice of th is early 
C hristian era was decidedly m ysti­ 
cal. 
T he latter half of th e six th cen­ 
tury and th e seventh century Is 
known as a quiet period in hospital 
developm ent. Though true as to the 
num ber of hospitals established this 
quiet period stands out as the be­ 
ginning period of the Hotel Dieu in 
Lyons, France, an d of the Hotel 
Dieu In Paris Un th e year 542). 
T he latter though rebuilt from 
tim e to tim e on different sites has 
offered continuous service since its 
original founding in th e 
year 
660 
Contem porary art 
shows 
two 
or 
even three patien ts occupying the 
sam e bed regardless of diagnosis. 
They were well covered by woolen 
bedding but 
otherw ise 
were 
u n ­ 
clothed except for linen turbans. It 
is perhaps a 
coincident 
th a t 
the 
first hospital on th e N orth A m eri­ 
can continent. Hotel Dieu of Q ue­ 
bec. C anada, opened 
in 1639. has 
also had a continuous period of 
service since its founding, having 
celebrated th e close of its th ird cen ­ 
tury of useful service in 1939.
